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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed November 29, 2005 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

a. Applicant argues that Bourassa's method of forming a high resistance 
region in a polysilicon resistor requires three implant steps. This argument is 
not found persuasive because the high resistance region of Bourassa's 
invention (fig. 3, 34) is implanted twice, using boron with an equal doping of 
phosphorous (col. 4, lines 32-33). The third implant referenced by the 
Applicant is for the low resistance regions (fig. 3, 36 & 38) outside of the 
high resistance region. The invention of Bourassa reads on the claimed 
invention having a high resistance region with first type dopants and second 
type dopants. 

b. Applicant argues that the salicide layer disclosed by Kim is fabricated 
on a metal oxide semiconductor (MOS), which is significantly different from 
the claimed invention of a salicide layer fabricated on a polysilicon resistor. 
This argument is not found persuasive because Kim clearly recites forming a 
salicide layer on a polysilicon resistor (col. 3, lines 58-59; fig. 3C, 90e). In 
response to the argument that Kim includes an additional MOS structure not 
required by Applicant's invention, it must be noted that Kim discloses the 
salicide layer on a polysilicon resistor as claimed. The fact that it discloses 
additional structure not claimed is irrelevant.
